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Better late than never, Lambdin Gets His Africa Trip

It was around this time last year that Glenn Lambdin 
was really looking forward to his first trip to Africa. The 
ticket was purchased, and Glenn was counting down the 
weeks, waiting for the trip to Senegal with his good 
friend Djibril N’Doye and Djibril’s wife Mary, a native 
Sierra Madrean, but a funny thing happened on the way 
to the continent; Lambdin was elected to the City Coun¬ 
cil, and told that the swearing in ceremony would not 
take place in two weeks, as he had anticipated, but rath¬ 
er the following week. 

Air Afrique gave Lambdin a full year to reschedule 
his trip, and with that year running out, Lambdin took a 
two-year trip to Bargny (pronounced: Barney), on the 
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This is Sierra Madre. You don't have 
to turn on your turn indicator; we 
know where you're going.

Sierra Madre’s Charlie Whittingham, possibly the 
greatest trainer in the history of thoroughbred hor.se rac¬ 
ing, passed away Tuesday morning, just one week after

enced his career path. He was just 19 years old when he 
became a trainer, and though it is hard to imagine a time 
in Arcadia without Santa Anita Race Track, Charlie 
Whittingham was there in 1934 for the first day of rac¬ 
ing at that site. 

Whittingham was well-known and respected for his 
ability to understand horses. “He knew what the horse 
was thinking,” said veteran jockey Bill Sljpemaker in a 
radio interview Tuesday night. The Whittingham-Shoe- 
maker tandem may have been the best in horse racing 
history. Shoemaker won over 200 stakes races on Whit- 
tingham-trained horses. 

Whittingham was also a Marine, serving at Guadlca- 
nal during World War II. As recently as last weekend. 
Former Arcadia Mayors Robert Harbicht and Charles 
Gilb saw Whittingham, who raised one arm and yelled 
“Semper ft!” to Gilb, also a former Marine, Harbicht 
reported. 

Whittingham won an incredible 2,534 races, well over 
600 of those stakes races. His total earnings were over 
$100,000,000. 204 of those stakes races were at .Santa 
Anita, and another 204 at Hollywood Park. 

In 1985, he introduced Shoemaker to Ferdinand, a two 
year old chestnut who he said could win the Kentucky 
Derby. It having been 25 years since Whittingham had 
entered a horse at Churchill Downs’ main event. Shoe¬ 
maker tried to laugh off the comment. Whittingham 
assured Shoemaker that he was serious. The following 
year, he proved how serious he was, winning the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby and becoming, at 73, the oldest trainer to 
dd so. That record lasted just three years, until Sunday 
Silence won the event in 1989, trained by Whittingham 
at 76. Whittingham later called Sunday Silence the best 
horse he ever trained. 

Whittingham trained 11 national champions: Ack 
Ack, Porterhouse, Turkish Trousers, Cougar II, Perrault, 
Estrapade, Ferdinand, Sunday Silence, Miss Alleged, 
and Flawlessly (twice), from 1953 to 1993. Ack Ack, 
Ferdinand, and Sunday Silence were named Horses of 
the Year. 

On February 9,1987, he became one of just five train¬ 
ers to win four races in one day at Santa Anita. He won 
four training titles at Santa Anita, most recently in 1988.

coast of Senegal. Djibril and Mary went again, mostly 
as a favor to Lambdin, though it’s always nice to stay in 
touch with the family. Djibril is a native of Senegal, and 
the group stayed with his family. 

Lambdin didn’t take the typical tourist’s trip to Afi> 
ca, which he is glad about. “We did whatever the fami¬ 
ly did. I got a real sense for day to day life in Senegal, 
'll and it was great,” he said. What impressed him the most 
was the warmth and hospitality of the Senegalese peo¬ 
ple. “I’ve never met people so willing to share their hap¬ 
piness with others, even strangers,” he notes. 

Lambdin hadn’t really considered Africa as a 
tion spot, until talking with Djibril and learning 
about his homeland. The family spent a lot of nights stay¬ 
ing up late and just talking about life. “The young chil¬ 
dren sit and listen while the adults and older children talk. 
The children thank the adults for discussing life. It pre¬ 
pares them for adulthood.” 

That American baby-sitter, the television set, is not 
in' evidence in Senegal, and as a result there is a much 
greater emphasis placed on the family. One topic of dis¬ 
cussion was the possibilities of college for some of the 
younger members of the family, such as Djibril’s sisters. 
Unlike the United States, higher education is not a giv¬ 
en in Senegal, and students who aspire to go to college 
had better take their studies seriously in preparation. 
Omar, a family friend, wants to become a dentist. Hi^ 
education will cost $80 per month, 8 months per year, 
for six years. He will be awarded a scholarship if he fin¬ 
ishes first in his class, but if he does not earn the schol^ 
arship, he doesn’t know if he will be able to afford it on 
his own. 

One item Lambdin didn’t want to be without was his 
guitar. After all, he and Djibril met during a session at 
Beantown when Lambdin and Steve Farrell needed 
someone to fill in on drums. With guitar in hand, he had 
an opportunity to sit in with local musicians in Senegal, 
and they traded songs of different cultures. Interesting¬ 
ly enough, Lambdin reports that the song the group most

Weather Changes Bring

I had decided to tell about some of the old 
eating establishments in Sierra Madre and the close vi¬ 
cinity. And the fading began... 

So I went to the phone and called an ole buddy of mine 
and I kept him from his gardening chores for about for¬ 
ty-five minutes. We sure had fun reminiscing. I was 
talking to Eugene Colbert. His handle is “Beans,” as if 
you didn’t know. We had more fun talking about the 
old days and he added to what I had forgotten about the 
happenings that went on in Sierra Madre when we were 
coming up to sprouting. 

Back in the 40’s and 50’s there weren’t’ many eating 
places in Sierrh Madre. Us kids had the good old “Malt 
Shop” to use as a hang out, and of course, “Tiny’s on 
the Boulevard.” Tiny’s had a large, green, green glass 
jar at the end of the counter. It was full of Humongous 
Oatmeal Cookies. Whenever I had an extra nickel I’d 
make a trip down town to Tiny’s and buy one of those 
soft, chewy, oatmeal delights. Ah! Heaven! 

Across the street on Kersting Court was “Emil’s 
Newsstand.” Now, Emil had a big horseshoe shaped 
counter than ran from the back of the coffee shop all the 
way up the front and then circled around and went back 
to the back of the eatery. I could get a lime phosphate 
for only a nickel. A lime phosphate was a bigmalt glass 
filled with crushed ice and the lady behind the counter 
would put a large spurt of lime syrup in the glass and 
then pour in soda water on top of that and hand it to me 
with a long straw in it. Gosh, that was good. 

There was another wonderful thing they had at Emil’s. 
When I was loaded with money, I would order a banana 
split at Emil’s. They were big and were they good! They 
cost me a whopping thirty cents but I didn’t care. If I 
had the money, a banana split I would have. Then some¬ 
thing happened. One day Emil raised his price on ba¬ 
nana splits from thirty cents to thirty five cents and that 
was Just too much money to spend for just ice cream. 
Heck, I could get a cheeseburger and a coke for thirty 
five cents. That was a meal! So I switched back to lime 
phosphates and they were still a nickel. 

My very favorite place to eat dinner was at Lizzy’s 
Trail Inn. It was almost as good as Grandma’s. We only 
went to Lizzy’s on special occasions though. They had 
the best fried chicken and potato salad and ravioli you 
couldn’t get anywhere else. At the end of the bar in the 
front, Lizzy had a ten cent slot machine, and whenever 
we had dinner there Dad would always give me and 
brother John a dime to try our luck on that never-pay¬ 
ing (at least to us) slot machine. It was fun trying any¬ 
way. 

One evening the family was out driving around and 
we drove by a brand new ice cream parlor. Mom asked 
Dad if he would turn around and go back to the place. 
Dad said, “Sure.” so back we went. Oh Boy! Was I 
happy about that! The name of the newplace was called, 
“Mile High Ice Cream.” After Dad parked we jumped 
out and headed straight to the front door with Mom and 
Dad trailing behind. The sweet aroma of ice cream was 
all around, it was great. There against one wall was a 
glass case filled with a whole bunch of ice cream con¬ 
tainers with all sorts of different flavors. What a selec¬ 
tion! I asked Mom if I could get a big English Toffee 
cone. 

The man behind the counter took out a sugar cone, 
then he picked up the longest ice cream scoop, I ever did 
see. It looked just like a garden trowel digger—a little 
thinner, though. He stuck the trowel down in to ice 
cream and pulled it out with a long scoop of English 
Toffee on it and set in right on top of the sugar cone and 
handed it to nte. Wow, that was the longest and highest 
cone I ever had. When Dad went to pay for all our cones, 
he also bought one of the ice cream scoops, so that we 
could have mile-high-cones at home. Ah, heaven!

That if you had only 
one parent, you would 
have become a mass mur¬ 
derer? The truth is much 
simpler. Some people are 
bom evil. We don’t want 
to believe that. We’d like 
to think that everyone is a 
blank slate, and in the right 
environment, we’d all be 
happy, productive citizens. 
The science of separating 
genetic influences from 
environmental ones, how¬ 
ever, suggests otherwise. 

The irony is that as a 
conservative (I’m assum¬ 
ing Rantell is a conserva¬ 
tive, though I guess I 
shouldn’t assume. I base 
this assumption on the ob¬ 
servation that I’ye never 
heard a conservative say 
the phrase “Dan Quayle 
was right” before) Rantell 
comes off sounding like a 
liberal. If there’s one thing 
I can’t stand about mem¬ 
bers of my own party, it’s 
their willingness to buy 
into the biggest plague in 
this country, lock, stock, 
and barrel. I’m referring, 
of course, to the “victim 
mentality.” You must 
know it well; turn on day¬ 
time TV some morning. It 
goes like this: “It’s not my 
fault. I’m too (rich/poor/ 
white/black/tall/short/ 
ugly/left-handed etc.)” If 
there’s anything that 
makes me sick, it’s this 
notion that nobody is re¬ 
sponsible for his or her 
own actions, because of 
some demographic fact 
about that person. Look 
around you...there are 
(white/black/Hispanic/ 
male/female/rich/poor/ 
young/old) doctors, law¬ 
yers, Supreme Court Jus¬ 
tices, dentists...just about 
anything a person would 
want to be. 

Typically, this victimol¬ 
ogy is perpetuated as a 
bona fide explanation for 
the realities of life by. I’m 
embarrassed to say. Dem¬ 
ocrats. Yet what does Ran¬ 
tell do, while chiding the 
Democrats for making fun 
of Quayle? He comes off 
sounding the biggest 
bleeding heart liberal you 
could imagine, by suggest¬ 
ing that the fault, the cause, 
the responsibility, for Lit¬ 
tleton rests with “The De¬ 
cline of the American 
Family,” and not where it 
really belongs, squarely on 
the shoulders of the <insert 
your favorite expletive, 
and pluralize it> who went 
to school with guns, gre- 
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nades, and bombs, and 
started killing people. 

The bottom line about 
responsibility is this: 
When you attribute it to 
anything external, when 
you say that even 10% of 
it is the fault of The De¬ 
cline of the American 
Family, then you are at the 
same time saying that it is 
NOT the case that 100% of 
the blame goes to the peo-

Metallic fabrics are very much in fashion 
again. Some of these are produced by mere¬ 
ly spraying a metallic finish on a sheer film or 
onto the cloth fabric. Many of these have lim¬ 
ited resistance to care procedures and wear. 
Some of these metailic designs start to corrode 
and discolor around the neck and underarm 
from the effects of perspiration as the garment 
is worn. 

it is quite important to have garments of this 
type cleaned immediately after wear so stains 
and soiis can be removed without the design 
being adverseiy affected. The extended ef¬ 
fects of acid fruit juices, mixed drinks, or other 
beverages could also have a discoloring or 
bleaching out effect on some of the metailic 
coatings. 

Most of these items will carry “dryclean only" 
labels. However, many of the silver and gold 
finishes are merely sprayed on the surface and 
have very limited colorfastness. 

The loose, sheer const iction of many me¬ 
tallic fabrics makes them prone to snagging.

hiker could easily avoid a snake, a dog will go up to 
check it out, and that’s when the snake perceives a threat 
and strikes.” 

Alyssa didn’t notice immediately that Tesla had been 
bitten. “It happened so fast,” she said. “We just contin¬ 
ued up to first water.” Upon arrival at first water, Tesla 
did not drink, and that’s when Alyssa noticed the swell¬ 
ing. She hurried down the hill with the dogs, figuring 
(correctly) that time was of the essence. Her arrival at 
an animal hospital in Arcadia, however, was not a suc¬ 
cess; she was told that Tesla would not be treated there. 
She proceeded to Foothill Animal Hospital, where she 
was told that the bite could possibly be fatal. As it turned 
out, Tesla made a nice recovery, and is almost as good 
as new already. 

“This time of year, people might see baby rattle¬ 
snakes, too,” McNall cautions. ‘These snakes are under 
a foot long, and don’t yet have their rattle, which makes 
them even more dangerous, because you don’t have a 
warning before they strike.” 

Most dogs will survive rattlesnake bites if they are in 
good health. Important factors to survival are location 
(preferably away from an artery) and the size of the dog 
(the bigger, the better). 

McNall recommends that 
pet owners not attempt 
first aid, but instead ice the 
bitten area, to slow down 
circulation, and get to a vet 
as soon as possible. 

Precautions that home- 
owners can take to reduce 
the risk of bites at home 
include clearning brush 
around walkways and pool 
areas, and being careful 
around pool filters, a com¬ 
mon adopted home of rat¬ 
tlesnakes. If walking a dog 
on a leash, remember that 
the snake is just as afraid 
of you and your dog as you 
are of him. He will be re¬ 
lieved and content for you 
to simply walk around

Work¬ 
ing without the attorneys, 
which already saved ’.he 
City thousands of dollars, 
Hayes and Corporal Lance 
Long did what the ‘ex¬ 
perts’ said couldn’t be 
done - They negotiated a 
contract that both the City 
and the officers were hap¬ 
py with.

wanted him to teach them Hotel California, by The 
Eagles. 

No, he was confronted b)' lions and tigers and bears 
(oh my) every day. One of the more common miscon¬ 
ceptions about Africa, Lambdin learned, is the assump¬ 
tion that it’s all one big country. “A lot of that wildlife 
is in Kenya, which is about as far from Senegal as Sier¬ 
ra Madre is from Detroit,” Lambdin said. About the clos¬ 
est he got was seeing some native monkeys in a tree. 

The meals consisted usually of rice with fish, chick¬ 
en, or mutton. Most of Senegal is devoutly Islamic, and 
pork is not served. The one concession Lambdin asked 
to be made was that the food be prepared not quite so 
spicy as it would normally be. Instead of food being 
served on individual plates, very large portions are 
served onto one large plate, situated in the center of the 
table. “Even a meal has a sense of intimacy, because of 
the way it’s presented,” LamMin observed. 

For Lambdin, the vacation wiis one of observation and 
reflection. While there is poverty in Senegal, Lambdin 
notes that it is considered the e nemy. Rather than accept 
it fatalistically, the Senegalese M'ho are less well off fight 
that poverty, and work together to improve their situa¬ 
tion. 

“It’s an incredible group of people,” Lambdin says. 
“When I left, it was like leaving family. Americans fo¬ 
cus so much on what they don’t have, but in Senegal, 
the emphasis was really on beiii)g thankful for what you 
have, and what they’re most tankful for is each other.” 


(Watanabe) really worked 
hard to get that wall fin¬ 
ished, and the dedication 
will be two days before 
I’m out of office. That 
means a lot to me,” Hayes 
adds. “It was just very for¬ 
tunate that these items 
came up during my term.” 

Other matters include

It does, 
but only temporarily. “It 
becomes emotional, and it 
eats at you, but you know 
deep down in your heart 
that you made the decision 
in the best interests of the 
community at large,” he 
observes. “It’s extremely 
satisfying. I wouldn’t 
change a thing.” 

No, he hasn’t had 
enough just yet. After fin¬ 
ishing out the 1999-2000 
year, the last on his four 
year term, he already ad¬ 
mits freely that he intends 
to run for. reelection in 
2(X)0. The year in review, 
from Doug Hayes’ down 
to earth perspective? “It 
was a blast.”

the second regularly scheduled meeting in April of odd 
numbered years. 

The meeting was brief, and saw outgoing Mayor 
Kovacic presented with numerous awards from the rep¬ 
resentatives of various public officials. Those recogniz¬ 
ing Kovacic included Mark Harmsen, on behalf of Con¬ 
gressman David Dreier, Pat Myers, on behalf of State 
Senator Dick Mountjoy, Corey Calaycay, on behalf of 
State Assemblyman Bob Margett, Jay Gomez, on behalf 
of County Supervisor Mike Antonovich, Monty Lindsey, 
for the Arcadia Chamber of Commerce, and Mayor Pro 
Tern Chandler, on behalf of both the City of Arcadia, and 
Governor Gray Davis. 

It can be tough to sound original when a whole slew 
of presenters are all going up and saying what a great 
guy the Mayor is, which is essentially what you’re do¬ 
ing, too.

Construction 
Begins April 20 On 
Improvenm To 
Santa Anita Paik 

Four months after he purchased Santa Anita Park, 
Frank Stronach has announced that construction will 
begin April 20 on a major improvement and renovation 
project that will be the first phase in the transformation 
of the venerable racetrack into Stronach’s vision of a 
world-class showcase for Thoroughbred racing. 

When fans return to Santa Anita on Sept. 29 for the 
Opening Day of the Oak Tree race meeting, the $18 
million project will have been completed, adding ameni¬ 
ties and facilities to enhance the on-track patron experi¬ 
ence. 

The improvements will include construction of a dra¬ 
matic new finish-line restaurant overlooking the track, 
enclosed luxury suites, new prime boxes and a total reno¬ 
vation of Santa Anita’s trackside apron. 

“All of our patrons, from horseplayers who watch 
from the apron to those who are looking for a spectacu¬ 
lar entertainment and dining experience, will appreciate 
the improvements,” said Stronach. 

The 66-year old native of Austria, who owns more 
than 900 racehorses, is founder and chairman of the 
board of Magna International, the company that pur¬ 
chased Santa Anita for $126 million on December 11, 
1998. 

At the time of the purchase, Stronach said he wanted 
to make the 64-year old track “The No. 1 racing facility 
in the world by making the types of changes from which

At a recent Arcadia City Council meeting, a resident 
of Arcadia used the time for public comments to ha¬ 
rangue Councilman Gino Roncelli as being too negative 
and not presenting a positive public image for the City 
of Arcadia. Let’s look at the facts. 

Roncelli ran for election a year ago on five basic fac¬ 
tors: 

1. No Utility Tax — We don’t need it. That has 
proved to be true, and not only is there a balanced bud¬ 
get, but Gino and others who have fought against uilhec- 
essary spending have managed to build a surplus. This 
is far more Positive for the citizens then taxing us an¬ 
other $2 million as some tried to do.

A business prop¬ 
erty owner in this pampered area who wants to improve 
his facade can obtain about 65% of the required fund 
from the City. This is not a loan, it is a gift to a profit 
making enterprise.

has included a Webpage, at rei.com, and international 
expansion, scheduled for Tokyo next year.

nominated Chandler to re¬ 
place him. With no other 
nominations. Chandler as¬ 
sumed the Mayor’s chair. 
After receiving eui ovation. 
Chandler joked, “Nor¬ 
mally, we don’t allow 
clapping,” and then nomi¬ 
nated Councilmember 
Robert Harbicht to suc¬ 
ceed him as Mayor Pro 
Tern. Councilmember 
Gino Roncelli, who has 
been at odds with Harbicht 
throughout most of the 
year, countered by nomi¬ 
nating Gail Marshall, who 
was absent due to illness. 
On a 3-1 vote, Harbicht, 
who served as Mayor two 
years ago, was named the 
new Mayor Pro Tern. 

Chandler, who began 
his second term 10 years to 
the day after he was first 
named Mayor to serve 
with Charles Gilb (who 
was present Tuesday), 
Harbicht, Mary Young, 
and the late Dennis 
Lojeski, recognized that 
the Council has some dif¬ 
ferences of opinions, but 
suggested that the Council 
could rally together behind 
a common goal, and in his 
mind, that goal is the con¬ 
struction of a new police 
station. 

“The strength of our 
department has more then 
doubled,” Chandler noted. 
“Technological increases 
have been significant in 
the past 10 years. Forget 
the space, which is insuffi¬ 
cient. The infrastructure 
itself is restrictive.” Chan¬ 
dler cited safe streets as 
one of two reasons that 
Arcadia property values 
remain high (along with 
good schools). He intends 
to learn as soon as possible 
how much it would cost 
for a new police station, 
and how much that cost 
breaks down to for every 
property owner, over a 
fixed period of time. 

“I would like to see a 
special election bond issue 
to get this thing built,” he 
said. “It would require a 2/ 
3 vote, and it’s not easy, 
but it’s possible. No extras, 
just a police station. Pe¬ 


riod.” 

Chandler also revealed 
that while he will not con¬ 
tinue with the regularly 
schedule Mayor’s Com¬ 
munity Service Awards, 
which Kovacic had insti¬ 


tuted on an every-meeting 
basis, he would be recog¬ 
nizing Arcadia’s citizens 
and employees for their 
contributions to Arcadia, 
as he did 10 years ago in 
his first term as Mayor.

most racetracks would benefit.” 

Since the purchase, a team of architects, designers and 
engineers have been working on plans to create the first 
phase of Stronach’s visionary plan to transform Santa 
Anita. 

Immediately upon the end of the current Santa Anita 
meeting demolition and foundation work to the track’s 
main Grandstand and apron will begin. Some existing 
boxes and seats will be removed to allow for construc¬ 
tion of the new restaurant and luxury suites. New prime 
boxes will be built adjacent to the track between the fin¬ 
ish line and the sixteenth-pole. 

When Str mach purchased Santa Anita he said he 
wanted to improve the track’s dining facilities. 

“In most racetracks the food is not good and you 
hardly have room to sit,” Stronach said. 

The new open-air restaurant will offer a contempo¬ 
rary look and menu and will have three levels of seat¬ 
ing for 6(X) people. All of the tables will have excellent 
views of the track. The restaurant will also feature a 215- 
foot long bar facing the track that will seat an additional 
100 patrons.. 

The spacious restaurant will be built on the fifth floor 
of Santa Anita’s Grandstand building and will include 
two glass-enclosed exhibition kitchens, an enclosed ro- 
tisserie and a gourmet pizza oven. A permanent dance 
floor will allow the restaurant to be used for special 
events. 

New kitchens, elevators and mutuel windows will be 
built to service the restaurant and luxury suites. 

The luxury suites will be below the new re.staurant and 
will offer indoor and outdoor accommodations for 12- 
18 people. The suites will have a variety of upscale 
amenities including personal mutuel machines, televi¬ 
sion sets and special menus with waiter/waitress service. 

In order to complete the construction in time for the 
opening of the Oak Tree meeting, Santa Anita obtained 
permission from the city of Arcadia to allow crews to 
work 24-hours-a-day, seven-days-a-week. 

The changes are part of Stronach’s long-term goal of 
introducing new fans to the sport of Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing by creating a world-class entertainment and sports 
destination location. 

Preliminary plans include construction of major en¬ 
tertainment venues and a shopping and dining prom¬ 
enade adjacent to the track, renovation of the track’s Turf 
Club and Club House and improvements to Santa 
Anita’s stable area with the construction of new bams 
and training facilities. 

“We need to create exciting new venues and attrac¬ 
tions in order to attract new fans to Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing,” Stronach said. “We want Santa Anita to be the 
model for the future of Thoroughbred racing.”
